At laſt, when they ſaw he. could of himſelf make: no' handſome - 
Confeſſion, then they led him alang with Queſtiont.of Particular Cir: 
cumſtances, by themſelves framed. Being thus wearied ang over- 
come by the torment, he anſwered, yea, to whatſoever they asked : 
whereby they drew from him a body of a Confeſſion to this effect; to 
Wit, That Captain Towerſon had upon New-years-day laſt before, [worn 
all the Engliſh at Amboyna to be [ire #nd aſpſtant to a plot that be bad 
projefied, with the help of the Japoners, to furprize the Caſtle, and to put 
the Governor and the teſt of the Dutch zo death. 

Having thus marryred this poor man, they ſent him out by four 
Blacks: who carried him between them to.a Dungeon where he lay 
five or ſix days, without any -Chyrurgion todreſs him,untill C his flefh 
being putrified ) great Maggors dropt and crept\from him in a moſt 
loathſom and noiſom manner. Thus they, finiſheg their Sabbath. days 
work ; and-it, growing now. dark, -{ent the reſt. of the Engliſh (that 
came that day from Hitto, and till, then attended in the Hall ) firſt to 
the Smiths-ſhop, where they were loaden with Irons, and then to the 
ſame loathfom Dungeon, where:Clark and the reſt were, accompa- 
. nied With the poor Faponers,lying in the pptrefaction of their tortures. 

The next morning being Adunday. the 17th. of February, Old ſtile, 
Williem Griggs and "fobs Farde, with certain Faponers, were brought 
into the place of examination. 

Tha Jags were firſt cruelly tortured to accuſe Griggs, which at William 
laſt they did: and Griggs, to avoid the like tortare,: contefled all-that Griggs F 
the Fiſcal demanded. By and by the like alſo was done by Fohn Fardo, John Far- 
and other Fapeners: but Fards himſelf endured the torture of Water, qoexams- 
and at laſt confeſſed whatlioever the Fiſcal asked him ; and ſo was ſent ned. 
back to priſon. 

The ſameday alſo 7obn Beomont was brought the ſecond time tothe 1,1, peo. 
Fiſcals chamber ; where one Captain Newpore a Dutchwan's ſon ( born 'mont ex+ 
in England) was uſed as an Interpreter. #, Griggs was al{o brought amines. 
. Into accuſe him; who ſaid, that when the conſultation for takivg of the 
Caſtle, was beld, then be (the-ſaid Beomont ) 'was preſent. Beomont de- 
nied it with great earneſtneſs and deep Oaths. Ar laſt being triced up, 
and drenched with Water till his Inwards were ready to crack, he an- 
ſwered affirmatively to all the Fiſcals Interrogatories : Yet as ſoon as 
he was let down, he clearty demonſtraced to Capt. Newport, and Fobn- 
ſon a Dutch Merchant, then alſo preſent, ther theſe things could net be (0. 
Nevertheleſs he was forced to put his: hand to his confeflion, or elſe he 
muſt to the torture again, which to avoid, he ſubſcribed ; and fo had 
a great Iron Bolt and two Shackles riveted to his legs, and then was 
carried back to priſon, : 
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George " Aﬀter this; (Feorge Sherrock, Aſſiſtant at 'Hitro, was called in queſtian; 
Sharrock who; ſeeing how grievouſly others were 'martyred,' made his earneſt 


ex. 


prayer ro God (as'fince*upon his Oath he hath acknowledged ) that 
he would ſuffer him to make ſome ſuch probable lies againit himſelf, 
as the Dutch might believe,and ſo he might eſcape the'torment. Beinj 

brought to the Rack, the Water provided, and the Candles lighted. 
he was by the Governor and Fiſcal examined, and: charged with rhe 
Conſpiracy. He fella part his-knees, 'and proteited his innocency: Than 
they commanded him to'the Rack,/and told him-; Unleſs he would 
confeſs, he ſhould be gormented with Fire and Water tu death,and then 
ſhould be drawn by the heels to the Gallows,and there handed up. He 
ſtill perſifting/in> this his innocency, the Fiſcal bad/ him be hoiſed up. 
Then he crave& reſpite'a while;;and told them; rhar be was at Hitto,and 


, wot 1 Amboyna; upon New-yearsday,when the conſultation was pretend- 


ed ; neither had been' there ſince November- befure, a5 was well knmyy to 
ſundry of the Hollanders rhem{elves that reſided there alſowith bim. Here- 
upon, they commanded him again to the Rack: but he craving reſpite 
as before, now told them,thar he had many times beard Jotin Clark (ho 
was with him at Hitto) ſy, That the' Dutch bad done them many wn- 
ſufferable wrongs, and that be would berevenged'of th-m : to which end, he 
had once broken with Captarms Towerfon of a brave Plo:. At which word 
the Fiſcal and the reſt were attentive, encouraging him to proceed. So 
he went on, ſaying, That John Clark bad intreated Captain | owerſon, 
that he might go ts Maccaller, there to conſult and adviſe with the Spani- 
ards to cone with Gallies, and +0b the mall Fatteries of Ambouyna” and 
Seran, whe no' Ships were there.. Here they asked him, what Captain 
Towerſon ſaid to this. He anſwered, that Captain Towerlon was wery 
much offended with Clark for the motion ; and from thencefurth could newer 
abide him.Hereupon the Fifcal called him Rogue,and ſaid he prated all 


" from the matter, and ſhould goto the'torture. 'He craved favour again, 


and began anther tale; to wit, that upon Twelfth-day then laſt pai, 
John Clark z/d\birs at Hitto,' that thire' was a prittiſe'to take the Caſtle 
of Amboyna'; 8nd acked him, whether he would conſent thereunto. Where- 
upon'he demanded' of Clark, whether Caprain'Tower/on knew of any 
ſuch buſineſs? Which, Clark affirming; then he (the faid Sharrock) ſaid 
that be would :do as the veſt-did.* Then the Fiſcal aasked him what rime 
the Conſulration was Held! He anſwered,-Js November laſt- The Fiſcal 
{aid; tharconjd not be : for the Cohſtiltationwas upon New'yeors day. 
[I he Priſoner ſaid as before in the beginning. that he has not. been in Am- 
boyn2 fence the firſt of Decem. till now that be was broughs thither. Why 
then, quoth the Fiſcal, have you belied your ſelf ? Whereto rhe : Pri- 
ſoner reſolutely anſwered, that all that be ha# {poken touching any =

Tort; 204: falſe and feigned, only to avoid torment. Then wetit the-Fiſcal 
out into:anntker roomrto the Governour,and anon returned, and (ent 
Sharrock unto the Priſon again.* The nexr day he was called again, and 
a'Writing preſented him, wherein was framed a formal confeſſion of 
bis laſt conference with Clark at Hirro, touching the Plot to take the 
Caſtle of -Amboyna : which being read over to him,the Fiſcal asked him, 
whethere it were true, or no? He anſwered, No. Why then, faid the 
Fiſcal, did your confeſs-it? He anſwered; For fear of Torment. The Fiſcal 
and the reſtin a greet rage, told himhe lied ; his mouth had ſpoken tt, 
and it was true,and therefore he ſhould fibſcribe it. © }hich as ſoon as 
be had done, he fell preſently into a great paſſion, charging them bitterly to 
be pwilty of the imnecent blood of him{elf and the reſt; which they ſhould look 
to.anſwer for at the day of Fudgment : withall be grap'ed with the Fiſcal, 
and wiuld have ſtopped him from carrying in the confeſſion'to the Governor, 
"with whom he alſo craved to ſpeak ; but was inſtantly Taid hold on, agd 
_ Carriedaway, to prifon. * 
William Webber, being next examined, was told by the Fiſcar, that 
John Clark had c:nfeſſed him to bawve been at Amboyna on Nw. years 
' day, and ſworn to Captain Towerſon s plot,. &c; All which he denyed, 
alledging, he was that day at Larica : yet being brought ro'the ror- 
cure, he then confeſſed, he had 5:en at the con{ulration at Amboyna 
wpon New: years day,. with all the reit of the circumſtances in order as 
he was asked. - He alfo further told them, he had received a letter from 
John Clark ; after which was a Poſtfcripr, excuſmg his brief writing 
at that time,. for that there was great bnſineſs in hand. Bur one Rez 
mer a Dutch'Merchant; then ſtanding by, told the Governonr, that 
upon New-jears day, the time of this pretended conſultation, Webber 
and he were merry at L1rica, Soth® Governour left him, and went our. 
But the Fifcal held on npon the other point, touching the Poſtſcript 
of Clark's Letter , urging him to fhew the ſame; + Which when ke 
could not -do, though ofren terrified with the torture, he gave him 
reſpite ; promiſing to: ſave his life, if he would produce that Letter. 
Then was Captain Tower,on brought to examination,* and ſhewed 
what others had confe"led of him. - He deeply proteſting his innocen- 
Cy, Samuel Colſon was bronght tocconfront him : who being told, char 
wnleſs be would now make g. od his former confeſſion againſt Captain Tow- 
erſon, he - ſhould to the Trrture, cold!y+ re-atftrmed the fame; ard (© 
' was ſent away, They allo brought liam Grigs and Fohn Fardo, to

Tudgment,” they ſhould [peak nothing but the Truth. Both of them inftan-- 


ly fell down upon their knees before him ;- praying him fer Gods ſake

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toforgive them, and ſaying further openly before them all, :bat whar: 
ſoever they had formerly confeſſed, was moſt falſe, and ſpoken.only to ax;al 
forment. With that the Fiſcal and the reſt offered them again tothe tor- 
ture: which they would not endure, but then affirmed their former 
confeſſions to by true. 

When Colſon (who had accuſed Captain Towerſov before) was re. 
quired to ſer his hand to his confeſſion, he asked the Fiſcal, upon whoſe 
head be thought the ſin would lie ; whether upon bis that was conſtrained to 
confeſs what was falſe, or upon the conſtrainers. - The Fiſcal after a little 
Pauſe upon this queſtion, went in to the Governour then in another 
room ; but anon returning, told Colſon he muſt ſubſcribe it : which 
hedid; yet withall made this . proteftation: Web, quoth he, you moke 
ne to accuſe my ſelf and others of that which is as falſeas God is true: far, 
God is my witne(s, 1 am as innocent as the Child newborn. 

Thus have they examined all that belong to theErgliſh Company 
in the ſeveral FaCtories of the [fland of Amb:yne. 

OW The one and twentieth of February, they-examined Foby Wetheral, 
ral "_ Factor at Cambells in the Iſland of. Seran. He confelled, be wns at Am- 
amined, Þoyna upon New-years day : \but for the conſultation, whereof be was de- 

manded,he ſaid be knew of no other but touching certain cloath of the Engliſh 
Company,that lay in theFattories rotten and wormeaten,which they adviſed 
together how to put off tothe beſt avail of their Imployers. The Gover- 
nour ſaid, they queſtioned him not about cloath, but about Treaſon ; Where- 
of when be had proteſted his innocency, he was for that time diſmiſ- 
" ſed. Butthe next day he was ſent for again, and Captain Towerſon 
brought to confront and accuſe him, having before (it ſeems) con- 
felled ſomewhat againſt him. But Mr:Tower/onſpake now theſe words 
only : Oh Mr. Wetheral, Afr. Wetheral, [peak rhe truth, and nothing 
but the truth, as God ſhall put into your heart. . $0 Captain Towerſon Was 
Put out again, and Wetheral brought to the torture of water with 
great threats ; if water would not-make him confeſs, fire-ſhould. He 
prayed them to tell bim what he ſhould ſay, or to, write down what they 
would, he would ſubſcribe it. They ſaid, be needed no Tutor : they would 
make him confeſs of bimſelf. But when they had triced him up four 
ſeyeral times; and ſaw he knew not what to ſay, thenthey.read him 

P other mens confeſſions, and asked him from point to point, asthey 
_,k had done others : and he ſtillanſwered, Tea, to all.

Laſtly, Fohn Sadler, ſervant to Wilkam Griggs at Larics, was exa-* John Sad- 
mined ; and being found to have been adfece Hem Amboyns at New- ler exami+ 
years tide, when Grigs and others were there, was diſmilled. ned. 

Thus have we all their Examinations, Tortures, and Confeſſions, be- 
ing the work of eight days, from the -x 5. to the 23. of Fe . Aﬀter , 


- which was two days reſpite before the Setence. Fob Pow, being him- 


ſelf acquitted, as before ſaid, went to the Priſon to'viſit Fobn Fardo,one 

of thoſe that had accuſed Captain Towerſov. To bim Fardo religiouſly 
proteſted his innocency 7bur eſpecially his ſorrow for accuſing Maſter 

Towerſon: For, (aid he, the fear of death doth nothing diſmay me; for, God 

(I truft } will be merciful t-my Soul, according to the innecency of my cauſe. 

The only matter that troubleth me, us, that throagh fear of Torment I have 

accuſed that honeſt and godly Man, Captain Towerſon, who ( I think in 

my conſcience) was ſo upright and bones rowards all men, that he barboured 
no ill willts any, much leſs would attempt any ſuch buſineſs as he is accuſed 
of. He further ſaid, be would before bis death receive the Sacrament, in 
acknowledgement that he had accuſed Captain Towerſon falſly and wrong: 
fully, only through fear of Torment. 

The 2 5.0f February, old itile, all the Priſoners, as well the Engliſh, 
as the Portugal and the faponers, were brought into the great Hall of 
the Caſtel, and there were ſolemnly condemned, except Fobn Pow!, E- 
\phraim Ramſey, Tobn Sadler, and Thomas Ladbrook, formerly acquitted , 
as aforeſaid. 

Captain Tower/en having been (during all his impriſonment) kept 
-apart from the reſt, ſo that none of them could come to ſpeak with 
him; writ much in his Chamber (as ſome of the Datch report, ) bur 
all was ſuppreſled, ſave only a Bill of Debt, which one Tho. Fobnſon, 2a 
free Burgher gor of him by favour of bis Keepers for acknowledgment, 
that the Engliſh Company owed him a certain ſum of money. In the 
end of this Bill he writ theſe words : Firmed by the Firm of me Gabriel

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to my charge. God forgive them their guilt; and receive me to bis mercy. 


Amen. Thus Bill being brought to M. Welden the Engliſh Agent at Bands, 
he paid the money, and receivedin the acknowledgment.

Samuel Colſon alſo, another that accuſed Captain Towerſon, Writ as

| 'T 2 Sothen there remained in the Hall ren of the Fugliſh for Captain 

'F1.1 Towerſon & Emanuel 7 omſen (as is faid before) were kept in ſeveral 

T'' rooms apart from the reſt. To theſe that remained in the Hall, came 
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the Dutch Minitters, who telling them how ſhort. a time they had to 
live, admoniſhed and exhorted them to make their true confeſſions : 
-for it was a dangerous and deſperate thing to diſlemble at ſuch a time. 
The Engliſh (till profeſſed their innocency, and prayed the Miniſters 
that they might all receive the Sacraments, as a Seal of the forgive- 
neſs of. their Sins : 8 withall, thereby to confirm- their laſt profeſſi- 
on of their Innocency.But this would by :no means be. granted. Where. 
upon Samuel Colſon faid thus unto the Miniſters; You manifeſt unto 
us the danger ofdiſlimulation in this caſe. But ell us,if we ſuffer guilt- 
leſs, being otherwiſe alſo true believers in Chriſt Jeſus, What ſhall be 
aur reward? The Preacher anſwered, By bow much the clearer you are, 
fo much the more glorious ſhall be your reſurre#ion. With that word, Colſon, 
ſtarted up, imbraced thePreacher, and gave him his Purſe, with ſuch 
mony as he had init, faying, Domine, God bleſs you : tell the Gover: 
nour, I freely forgive him ; and | intreat you, to exhort him to re- 
pent of his bloudy tragidy,- wrought upon us poor innocent ſouls.

In particulay, 
Geerpe Sharrock (who ſuryived to relate this nights paſlage) kneeled 
dowr to, Fobn Clark. whom ke had accuſed of the Tale at Hirro above 
mentioned, and craved forgiveneſs ot his hands.

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' After this, they ſpent the reſt of the doleful Night in Prayer, Singing 
of Pſalms, and Comforting one another ; though the Dutch that guard- 
ed them, offered them Wine, bidding them drink Lufick, and drive a- 
way the ſorrow, according to the Cuſtom of their own Nation in the 
lik2 caſe, but contrary to the nature of the Exgliſh. 

"Upon the morrow morning, being the execution day, the 25, of Fe- 
bruary {(Stilo weters ) 7chn Powe! being freed (as is abc recited ) came 
into.the Room where the condemned Perſons were, and found them at 
Prayer. "They all requeſted him to relate unto their Friends in Eng/and, 
the Innocency of their Cauſe, taking it upon their deaths, that what they 
had confefted againſt themſelves and others touching this crime, was 
all falſe, and forced by fear of Torture. | 

The ſame Morning William Webber was called: again into the Fiſcals 

Room, and there preſſed to produce the Letter, which he had before 
confeſled to have received from Fobn Clark, in the Poſt{cripe whereof 
ſame great buſineſs was intimated. They promiſed him his Life, if he 
would deliver or produce them that Lecter : which although he did not, 
nor indeed could, yet at lalt they pardoned him, and ſent him to the 
reſt that were ſaved, and Sharreck with him. 
* That morning Emenuel Tomfen underſtanding that Fcbn Beoment was 
pardoned, made means to have him come and ſpeak with him ; which 
with-much ado he obtained. Beomont found him ſitting in a Chamber, 
all along,-in a moſt miſcrable faſhion; che wounds of his Torture bound 
up, but the matter and gore-blood ifluing through the Rollers. He took 
Mr. Beomoent by the hand, and prayed him when he came into England, 
to do-his Puty to the Honourable Company his Maſters, to Mr.. Rebin- 
ſen, and to his Brother Billingſley, and to certihe them of his Innocency, 
which (faid he) you your felt know well enough. 

* All things being prepared for the Execution, the Condemned were 
brought forth of the 1Tall, along by the Chamber were the quit and par- 
doned were, who food in the door, to give and.take the farewel of their 
Countrey-men now going to Execution. Staying a little for this pur- 
poſe, they praye«: ana charged thole that were ſaved, to bear witnels to 
their Friends in £zg/ar4 or their Innocency, and that chey "died not - 
Traitors, but 10 many innocents, meerly murthered by the Hullanders, 
whom they praye-! God to forgive their Blood-thirſtineſs, and to have 
Mercy upcn their own Souls. y 
Being brouyiit into the Yard, their Sentence was there read unto them 
from a Gallery, and then they were thence carried unto the place of 
Execution, together with nine Japon, and a Portugal ; not the ordinary 
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and ſhort way, but round about in a long Proceſſion through the Town, 


the way guarded with five Companies ot Soldiers, Dutch and Amboy- ] 


ners, - and thronged with the Natives of the Iſland, that (upon the Sum- 
mons given the day before by the found of the Drunt) flocked 

to behold this triumph of the Dutch over the Engliſh. Samuel Colſex 
had conceived a Prayer in Writing, in the end whereof he proteſted 
his Innocency: which" Prayer he read to his Fellows the Nighe before, 
and now alſo at tie place of Execution devoutly pronounced the fame; 
then threw away the Paper, which-the Governour cauſed to be brought 
to him, and kept it. 

Emanuel Tomſon told the reſt, he did not doubt but God would ſhew 
ſome ſign of their Innoceny ; and every one of the reſt took ir ſe veral- 
ly upon their death, that they were utterly guiltleſs; and ſo one by one 
with great cheerfulneſs ſuffered the fatal ſtroke. 

The Portugal Prayed over his Beads very devoutly, and often kiſſed 
the Croſs, ſwearing thereupon, that he was utterly Innocent of this 
Treaſon: yet confeſſed, that God had juſtly brought this qc 
upon him, for that having a Wife in his own Country, he had by the

The Portugal alſo ſuffered with them; his name was Augufin Perez; 
he was born at Bengals. |

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Beſides theſe, there were two other Foponeſes, the one named Soy/ine, 


born at Firands ; and the other Sacoube, of the ſame place: The former 


of which being Tortured, confefſed both to have been privy to this pre- 
tended Treaſon, and to have offered his ſervice unto the Emghſh to aid 
them in taking of the Caſtle: and the latter confeſſed to have had know- 
ledg of the Conſultation of the other Fapons to this purpoſe. But neither 
of them was executed, nor ſo much as condemned The reaſon where- 
of,was not known to the Exgliſh that were ſaved. | 
They had prepared a Cloth of black Velvet for Captain Tewerſer's 
Body to fall upon ; which being ſtained and defaced with his blood,they 
afterwards put tothe account of the Exgliſh Compeny. : 

At the inſtant of the Execution, there aroſe a great darknefs, with a 
ſudden and violent guſt of wind and tempeft, whereby two of the Dutch 
Ships riding in the harbour, were driven from Anchor, and with great 
labour and difficulty ſaved from the Rocks. Within a few days after one 
VVilliam Dunckin, who had told the Governour, That Robert Brown 


| the Engliſh Taylor, had a few Months before told him, be hoped, that within 


fox Months the Engliſh ſbould have as much to do in the Caſftie of Amboyna, 
as the Dutch; This fellow coming upon an evening to the Grave where 
the Engliſh were buried, being all (fave Captain Towerſen) in one Pit, fell 
down upon the Grave; and having lien there a while, roſe up again ſtark 
mad, and ſo continugd two or three days togethes, and then died. Forth- 
with alſo fell a new Sickneſs at Ambeyna, which ſwept away about a 
thouſand People Drrch and Amboyners; in the ſpace wherein, there uſu- 
ally died not above thirty at other ſeaſons: Theſe ſigns were by the fur- 
viving Engliſh referred to the confident prediction of Emanuel Tomſon a- 
bove-named, and were by the Amboyners interpreted as a Token of the 

Wrath of God, for this barbarous Tyranny of the Hollanders. 

; The next day after the execution, being the eight and twentieth of 
February, Stilo weters, was ſpent in Triumph, for the new General of the 
Dutch chen proclaimed, and in publick rejoycing for the deliverance 
from ' this pretended Treaſon. The day following, being the firſt of 
March, Fol Beomont, George Sharrock, Edward Collins, and VVilliam 
VYebbe?, were brought to the Governaur; who told VVebber, Beomont, 
and Sharrock, that they were pardoned in honour of the new General ; 
and Collins, that he was to-go to Faccatrs, there to ſtand to the favour 
of the General. So the Governour made them drink Wine with him, 
and courteouſly diſmiſſed them: willing them to go and confule with 
the reſt that were ſaved, who were fit to be placed in the ſeveral Fa- 
Rorics.  VVhich done, and their Cynnny reported to the —_— 
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he accordingly commanded each to. his place, adding -that ke would 
thenceforth take upon him the Patronage and Government of the Eng- 
gliſh Companies buſineſs. To which purpoſe he had within a few days 
palt, opened a Letter which came from the Engliſh Preſident at Facca- 
tra, directed to Captain Towerſon ; being (as he faid) the firſt Eng !h lets. 
ter that ever he intercepted; further laying, that he was glad that he 
found by that Letter, that the Enzliſh at Faccatra were innocent touch» 
ivg this bufinets. | 
The Governor. and Fiſcal having thus made an end at 4mboyna, dif.

try People every day reproached them with Treaſon, and a bioody in- 
tention to have maſſacred the Natives, and to have ripped up tlie bellies 
of women with Child, and ſuch ke ſtuff, wherewith th: Dutch have poſ: 
ſeiſed the poor Vulgar, to make the Erg/iſh odious unto them. The ſaid 
M. VVelden therefore finding ir to fort neicher wich the honour and profie 
of the Engliſh Company, his Maſters, to hold any longer refidence in Am- 
boyna, he took the poor remnant of the Engliſh along with him, in the faid 
hired Pimnace for Faccatraz whither the governour had ſent Fobn Beomont, 
and Edward Collins before, as men condemned, and lefc to the mercy 
of the general. 
; When this heavy news of Amboyna came to Faccatrs, and the Engliſh 
there, the Preſident forthwith ſent to the general of the Dutch, to know þ; 
by what Authority-rhe governour of Ambeyna had thus proceeded againſt 
the Engliſh, and how he and the reſt of the Dutch there at Faccatrs, did 
approve theſe proceedings. The goyernour returned for anſwer, that, 
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TheGovernor of Amboyna's Authority was derived from that of the Lord's 

States General of the United Neatnerlands; under whom he had lawful 

urifdiction both in criminal and civil caules, within the deltri&t of Am- 

boyna ; further, that ſuch proceedings. was neceſſary againſt Traitours, 
ſuch as the Engliſh executed at Amboyna, might appear to be by their 

own confeffions: a Copy whereot he therewith ſent to the Engliph Pre- 
= Ifident ; who ſent the ſame back to be Authenrically certified, but receiy'd 

it not again.

What their care and circumſpeQion in 
all their Forts is, may appear, not only by the quick Alarm they now F 
took at the tooliſh queſtion of the poor Fapan, made to the Sentinel above 
recited; but alſo by tizat which a little before happened at Faccatra, whers 
one of their Souldiers was ſhot to death for ſleeping in the watch. mw 
Durſt ten Engliſhmen (whereof not one a Souldier) attempt any thing} 
upon ſuch a ſtrength and vigilancy ? As for the afliftance of the ,[ 
they were but ten neither, and all unarmed as well as the Exg/ifh : For, F 
as at the ſeiſure of the Eng/;ſh houſe, all the proviſion therein found was 
but three Swords, two Muskets, and a half a pound of Powder : fo the} 
Fapans (except when they are in ſervice of the Caſtle, and there armed 
by. the Dutch) are allowed to have no Arms, but only a Catar, a kind of 
ort Sword: and it is forbidden to all the Dutch, upon great penalty,toF 
ſell any hand gun, powder or bullets to the Fapans or Amboyners. But | 
letit be imagined, that theſe 2o perſons Eng and Japan, were ſo de-P* 
ſperate as to adventure the Exploit 3 how ſhould they be able'to maſter 
e Dutch in the Caſtle, or to keep poſſefiion when they had gotten it 2Þ 
what ſecond had they ?
